The French tomato 1b ns 
thick skinned ns the- English' field 
grown. The English apple eclipses Us 
rivals because of Its thin skin. Every 
fruit according to its climate. Grown 
In a different ntmosphore, the English 
apple would shrivel In a day; here, 
helped by the moisture from the gulf 
stream, it ripens within the thinnest 
of jnckcts and Is as much superior to 
tho foreign or colonial apple bh « peach 
Is superior to a parsnip.— St. James'

Murphy struck, bis knee against tbe'piles, 
Injuring it badly and the impact threw 
hi m around and, over the edge of the pier, 
the piles being close to the edge. 

Swunson immediately jerked off his coat 
und threw owe end to the struggling man. 
He seized it nnd the two shouted loudly for 
help. 

At first no one heard. Then the call 
came' faintly to. the men around the boat 
livery onshore. 

Spoor nmi Nance immediately jumped 
into n boat nnd with two pair of oars struck 
out for the place from where the Bound* 
came.

Spoor und Nance both figured with great 
credit in the incident arid deserve much, 
praise for tbcsr efforts in 'saving Murphy, 
A few hero medals are deserved in ■ Wnuke- 
gan this season and the rescue of Murphy 
added two more who deserve the honor.

Lowe has been in the swapping business 
all his life. A Cumpbellite preacher for* 
merly, and one of the organizers of the 
Campbellites, now the Christian church, It 
is said that in his prime Rev. Lowe would 
stop in the middle of 1\ sermon and. go to 
finish some trading deal, then come back 
and finish. 

Years ago he used to take bunches of 
wagons and go off , up into Wisconsin, 
where he would trade the wagons for quit 
claim deeds on land. He never knew where 
or what the land *us and frequently cot 
Bwamp lauds which hfi "would trade off 
agniu in ignorance until' the irate holders 
of the deeds came buck to him.

Every inmate of the Lake County alms- 
house who is insane or has a taintof mental 
trouble, must be sent to a state insane asy- 
lum, following a general order from Gov. 
Deneen as a result of a law which has made 
R imperative that such persons be cared 
for in proper asylums under state jurisdic- 
tion. 

The administration Is resolved that con- 
ditions which have prevailed in various 
counticii though not in Lake, and which 
some time ago were exposed by an investi- 
gation committee of the State Board of 
Charities, must be changed, and with this 
in view communications have been sent to 
nil county courts making Inquiry as to the 
number of insane at the poor farms. 

The usual proceedings la cases of insan- 
ity must be followed by the local author- 
ities in sending away insane patients from 
the county farm. It will be necessary to 
have alt adjudged insane, either by n com- 
mission or by jury trial, and proper record 
made of every cape. The county will also 
have to pay for the treatment. 

The new rule will undoubtedly prove 
beneficial both to the county farm aud to 
the patients who nre insane. It is impos- 
sible for any county to afford ideal condi- 
tions for tin? treatment of insane patients, 
and their very presence in small institu- 
tions intended only for the V^ r a ridTeeble 
very frequently works great hardship upou 
the officials and care takers.

WAR TALK IS DEPRECATED 



Government, However, Continues its Pol- 
icy of Rushing Worii on 
Vessels

Secretary of the Navy MetcalE depreci- 
ates the warlike aspect tbat has been given 
the order for the cruise of the great battle 
ship squadron from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific coast. The secretary uaid at Oak- 
land, Cnl., Tuesday, tbat the proposed 
movement was a practice] cruise, and that 
the fleet would not be kept ip tb«, Facifip 
permantly. He declared thai the length 
of time the fleet would remain on the west- 
ern side of the continent had not been de- 
cided. 

With considerable emphasis the secretary 
voiced hie opinion tbat the warlike inter- 
pretation that had been made in connec- 
tion with the fleet's movement woe not jus- 
tified by the facts. In fact, the widely 
published reports suggesting hostile prep- 
arations Beeui to be a source of irritation 
for the bead of the navy. ■ 

"The fleet which will be moved from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific this winter is com- 
ing to this aide merely on a practice cruise. 
The fleet will consist of sixteen or more" 
vessels, not more than twenty, and its stay 
on this side will not be permanent. Of 
course, the fleet will not come here, turn 
around and go right back again. How 
long it will remain in the Pacific will bo 
determined at, the proper ^ime. 
, "There is no gound reason or excuse for 
all this tnlk by the public and through the 
press of an attempt to overawe the Japan- 
ese by a warlike naval .display. I do not 
believe the news papers are justified or right 
in so construing and coloring the cruise of 
the wnrsbips to the Pacific^ 

"Every year the Atlantic 8eet is sent 
on a cruiBe. Last year i t was sent to Guant- 
annmo. This year.it will be ordered to the 
Pacific. The long cruise will give the 
men and the vessels a thorough teat and 
improve the efficiency of both." 

Officials of the Kavy Department taking 
tbeir'cue from the "interview given tua 
press by Secretary Metcnlf, say that the 
sending of a powerful fleet of buttle ships 
to the Pacific is warm u ted by the great

They assert that the Japanese appreciate 
the purpose of the cruise arid have made 
no protest, saying that Jap>n]would cuter 
vehement* protests if not satisfied that no 
demonstration was contemplated. Wheth- 
er or not there will be occasion to make 
use of the presence of- the .fleet in Pacific 
waters for its moral effect, it is' admittedly 
good diplomacy at -this time to treat the: 
maneuver as purely disciplinary arid with- 
out international significance.

The Medical Times for April In n 
moment of frankness explains tho 
whole opposition of physicians to "pat- 
ent" medicines which ate taken with- 
out a prescription, In the following 
words: 

"Wo will hardly repeat here the 
specific statement to the, effect that 
In one year 102,000,000 has been ex- 
pended on patent medicines In tho 
United States. Enough to giro every 
practitioner in the country a yearly 
Income of $2,000. In the fnce of such 
facts aa these, all talk of love of hu- 
manity, nltrulBm, Belt-abnegation and 
the like becomes cheao nnd nausea^ : 
Ing. It appears to as that, such' bun* ' 
combo should give place to homely 
common sense." 

Reliable authority states that the 
gross amount of the "patent" medi- 
cine- bustnesB is about 140,000,000 in- 
stead of $62,000,000 but taking the 
Medical Times' figures as correct they 
represent an outlay of considerably 
less than $1 per capita for home medi- 
cation. The cost of- doctors' fees ex- 
clusive of medicines except such as 
are dispensed for the same period, 
probably was approximately (230,000,- 
000, This Is reached by allowing an 
average Income of $2,000 to each of 
the 115,000 physicians In the United 
States. Even allowing that a gross 
business of 962,000,000 Is to bo divid- 
ed between 115,000 physicians the In- 
come ot each would not be increased 
more than $510. •

Oyster Dny, N. Y. — Admiral Brown- 
son came to Oyster Day to tnke lunch 
with tho president, professing entire 
Ignorance of tho manouvor plana.

This was distinctly an addition to 
the president's previous statement, la- 
sued through Secretary Loob, wherein 
the object of tho maneuver was said 
to be i an oxcrclso movement for tho 
benefit of tho navy, to perfect lta 
training In fleet exercise on an> ex- 
tended scale, tho purpose and effect 
of the plan being for tho benefit of 
the navy nlono. 

President Roosevelt proposes to 
give the world a somewhat startling 
demonstration of what the American 
navy Is capable of doing to protect 
either or both of tho extended shores 
of tho United States. Aa Admiral 
Brownson said, "thoro la no time llko 
the present fur such a demonstration," 
a Lime when the United States Is at 
perfect poaco with ovory nation, Tho 
proposed demonstration with tho fleet 
enn bo looked upon In no other light 
than that President Roosevelt intends 
to use tho American navy for exactly, 
that purpose for which ho has advo- 
cated lis augmentation — a guaranty of 
International peace. 

Germany Expect* a War. 
Berlin. — The conviction of an ulti- 
mate conflict between Japan and the 
United States nppears to be wide- 
spread In Germany. It Is one of the 
subjects certain to bo referred . to 
wherever diplomatists and 'military 
and naval officials, and others accus- 
tomed to follow International politics, 
meet. ■ 

It la believed by many that the 
group of ruling statesmen In Japan 
are preparing to fight the United 
States for the mastery of the 1 Pacific, 
regardless of the San Francisco Inci- 
dents. 

Sakamoto Scoffs at Our Navy. 
Toklo. — The Hochl prlnta an lh*' 
terview with Admiral ' Sakamoto In 
which the admiral Is quoted as fol- 
lows: 

"Should hostilities break out be- 
tween Japan and America tho result 
would ho Indecisive, owing to a want 
of proper bases of operations. Such 
bases as exist are too far distant for 
practical purposes. Even tho nearest 
bases, namely, the Pescadores, Cavlto 
and Manila, arc at a distance of 600 
miles from ono another. 

"Even If tho Washington government 
should decide on a war, It Is doubt- 
ful If the Americans serving In the 
navy are sufficiently patriotic to fight, 
American naval officers nro brilliant 
figures at balls and social gatherings, 
but they aro very deficient In profes- 
sional training and practice. It Is too 
much to expect a burning patriotism 
In the American naval service In casb 
of war with Japan. It is very likely 
that most of tho crews would desort 
and leave tho ships." •

Tnnglera, Morocco, — Kald Gon. Sir 
Harry MacLoan, commander of tho 
sultnn's bodyguard and, next to tho 
sultan, tho most Influential man In 
Morocco, has beon captured by Ral- 
mill, the bandit chief. RalBUll has an- 
nounced that he will bold the general 
prisoner until tho sultan grants tho 
terms which he, Ralaull, demands for 
his own pardon and Mac Lean's re 
lease. 

Gon. MacLoan ia a former officer of 
tbo British army and Is descended 
from an old Scotch family. All his In- 
fluence with, tho aulton has been ex- 
ercised In tho Interests of civilization 
and humanity, and ho Is universally 
respected oven among the most fanat- 
ical of the foreign-hat lug Moors. 

Tha British legation horo confirms 
tho announcement of the capture of 
Gen, MacLoan. 

Ral still aays ho will bold Gon. Mac- 
Lean until ho la grnntod tho following 
terms for hi b" surrender: . 

1. The reconstruction of his houao 
at Zlnnt. 

2. The payment of an Indemnity of 
$100,000 douros (about $200,000). 

3. His reappointment as governor 
of Tangier and of Fahs nnd his ap-. 
polntment as commander of police.. 

The sultan Is launching a punitive 
expedition against tho Adjera tribe ot 
this vicinity owing. to tho fact that 
they havo not paid their tribute to 
hie mnjesty's collectors.

Wisconsin Tornado Reports Coming la

other northwestern polotB, 



San Francisco. — Mayor Eugene E. 
Schmltz, convicted of extortion, was 
Mpndny scntonced to five years In the 
penitentiary, When tho sontonco was 
pronounced 'there was ..a remarkable 
outburst of applause from tho hun- 
dreds of persona who crowded Judge 
Dunne's courtroom. Judge Dunne sen- - 
fenced Mayor Schmltz to Imprison- 
ment In San Quentln penitentiary. Sen- 
tence followed tho recent conviction 
of Schmltz for oxtortlng $1,X7E from 
French restaurant keepers of San 
Francisco. 

Aa the last words of the sentence 
fell from tho Judge's lips tho great 
crowd that had Blood throughout tho 
dramatic scene, Rent up a thunderous 
cheer. "Good for you!" shouted a man 
in tho back of tho room. His ejacula- 
tion waa echoed and re-echoed by one 
after another of the sp'octators. Sev- 
eral throw their hats Into 'the air, 
others scrambled upon chairs to look 
over the shoulders of the crowd and 
the greatest confusion prevailed. 

Attorney Fnlrall ot tho defense, 
raising hla volco above tho din, called 
out to Judge Dunno: 

"Your honor, thlB cheering is a very 
unacomly occurrence," 

"Well," rotortod Judge Dunne, with 
spirit, "If wo had a sheriff worthy of 
tho namo It would havo boon stopped 
Instantly." 

Sheriff Thomas O'Neill was standing > 
Inside tho rail. He turned to the court 
and protested. "Nobody could havo 
slopped that Vour honor." * 

Tho sentence of tho convicted may- 
or was In oho respect without a par- 
allel In tho criminal annals of Saa 
Francisco. Half n dozen times Judgo 
Dunne was Interruptad by Schmltz, 
who protested In Btrong words against 
tho "delivery of a lecture" Instead of 
the announcement of Judgment. Ho-, 
accused the court of unuirtessarVly "hu- 
miliating hlra, and giving opportunity 
for further humiliation by tho report- 
ing of his remarks In the press, Once, 
replying to the prisoner, Judge Dunno 
said: 

"Such braxen effrontery was probi 
ably no more than should. bo expected, * 
and R is tho duty of tho court to bear 
It in patience."

SQUIRES EASILY BEATEN. 



Now York.— Cheater B. Runyan, tho 
defaulting teller of the Windsor Trust 
company, was arrested In Now York 
Friday and *r>-l, 110 of the money 
stolen from the bank was recovered. 

Runyan was found In the apartment 
of Mrs. Laura M. Carter, of Gl9 West 
Ono Hundred and Forty.fourth street, 
where ho hnd been since ho walked 
out of tho bank on Saturday with all 
tho money In the teller's vault packed 
In his suit case. 

Airs. Carter reported at the Ono 
Hundred and Twenty 'fifth street po- 
lice station Friday atteraooa that Run- 
yan was in her Hat. Five detectives 
at once accompanied hor to the house. 
She furnished them with a key to the 
npnrtment nnd two at tho detectives 
entered the room while tho otliera. re- 
mained outside. 

As the detectives entered Runyan 
was standing In front of a chiffonier. 
Ho' turned' suddenly on the officers 
with a revolver in his hand, Tho de- 
tcctlvcs rushed at him, telling him to 
throw up his hands. 1 He thereupon 
dropped the revolver and calmly sub- 
mitted to being handcuffed, saying 
"the Jig Is up." 

When asked where the money wns, 
he said that part of It was In the suit 
case nnd the rest was In a. drawer of 
tho chiffonier. 

At the station Runyan said ho had 
been In tho fiat since Saturday laugh- 
ing at the efforts tho police wore 
making to locato him. Ho said he 
had shaved off his mustache and was 
lotting his beard grow as a disguise. 

When questioned about the where- 
abouts of the balance of the money — 
tho sum taken was said to be more 
than f 96,000 — be stated that ho had 
been speculating and had lost heavily, 
and Intimated that Mrs. Carter might 
know something about any money 
that was missing. Mrs. Carter Indig- 
nantly denied that she had any of the 
money and angrily told Runyan that

Runyan stated that ho had given 
Mrs. Carter $15,000, but. this she de- 
nied. Ho said he gave her $5,000 on 
Monday and $10,000 Friday morning. 
Mrs. Carter said that ho gave her 
$5,000 oa Monday, but that she with- 
drew It from tho bank Friday morning 
and returned It to him,
